ceived e^-erywhore, both In large 
cities and the leaeer ones, and even 
at small stations by the way, have 
gone to my heart I can sajr with 
full truth that the moral comfort 
which you have brought to my soul 
has indeed rejuvenated me and 
c:lven me neiv strength and vigor 
with which to fare whatever duties 
Ulvine Provldtnce ;nay call upon me 
to acoompllsih in my dear Bflgium. 
I have learned to admire the Amer- 
ican peot>le; I have learned to iovo 
them. I feel a atrong aasiirance that 
a lasting tie of mutual sympathy 
and ooofldenee haa been eatalillahed 
between your oountry and mine, cuid 
that It will endure for generations 
to come. If the calamities of this 
great war and the bitter sufloring? 
which it entailed for- our pe(>i)lt' 
have brought oue bright thought, 
it Is of this ibond '.inion between 
us. I realise and drmly believe 
Americans also realise that it has 
been a privilege for onr generation 
to go tiiroogh the crucible of thli 
gigantic struggle. For those who 
would be exalted spiritually and 
morally by its lessons it is an op 
portunity such as has never been 
given at any otlier time of the 
world's existence. By those lessons, 
whioh can be sought and, I may say, 
stand out ia- hold letttara on every 
page of th« maamM at tbe war, f 
mean the magniflcent Instaaoes ot 
Individual and national selfHMCrtllce 
and self-denial, object lessons of the 
highest moral order, in and by 
which each one of us mav make his 
rule of life in the future. 

"Once more, my doar Am.'ricin 
frllends, let me express to you niy 
heartfelt thanks for the wonderful 
as«i stance which you •guxo to B«ll- 
£lum during the war. Let m« tbank 
you again for the generous way in 
which you have responded and are 
responding to my appeal to help me 
once more in the heavy taslcs of so^ 
clal and moral reconstruction, in 
combating the devastating effects of 
ra<iicai ;So4'iaU3m and Uolshevism, In 
rc-c.stablishing trade and technical 
Bchools, otc, which await me at 
home^ tasks which are related close- 
ly not only to the welfare, but to 
the very eodstence of my i>eople. 
even.thovgh they themselves iu this 
per iod M unreat and resentracmt may 
not fully realize It. fThe world, 1 
know, seems to heve these difficult 
and unsettling problems before It 
everywhere. Ar.d yet I Iiave the 
psHjIfUHui convictii I' th:(t, JUBt aS 
right prevailed in this awful con- 
flict Juat ended, ao Justice and right 
will, when glTen their bearing, aoive 
these proMema of unrest sad aieas- 
ureably reoondle the dUtertnoBs or 
man. It is my duty, I- know, to 
work to this end. I pray you, my 
dear fripuds, to do likewise. 

"I !;atl hoped, Ueforo leavint', to 
be received by your President, 
Woodrow Wilson To my keen re- 
gret, this has beein impossible owing 
to the presont state of iila health. 
I express my aincerest wishes and 
prayetrs for bis prompt and oon'plete 
reco^'ery. Let me^ in eoflelusion, my 
dear people, «Mure yom that you 
will ever be present to mv memory 
and in my prayers and give me the 
privilege of b(>sto\v)ng niy blessing 
on you with all mv heai-f.

Such a thing as an unsltill'^d la- 
borer will be a riirlty in the United 
.Statr-s if the plan now being succesa- 
fully oairiwl out by the Knights of 
Columbus i;:ithers tbe momentum 
expected within the next few 
months. Suppleni*. nt.ary schools are 
being establl-thed throiighout the 
l nlted Statea and it Is proposed to 
teach civilians as -mM aa foimer 
seirvlce mMi through them, the for- 
mer soldiera, sailoia and marines 
getting their tultloii -gratia, while 
the civHI'tans will 1>e aaked a nomi- 
nal fee. 

The new system of supplementary 
echooU i.'i e\i>ccted by Its originators 
to fill the need of the average d( 
mobilized man. Tlie scheme Is th" 
product of James F. Byftie, of New 
York; the Rev. John J. Wynne, 6. 
J., Catholic editor, aad Michael J. 
Downey, known as aa expert in 
Ameilcanlzation, he having been se- 
lected to give a course in that sub- 
ject at Johns Hopkins University 
last summer. 

The K. <". system calls for the es- 
liiblisliment ol supplementary .whoola 
in coiuinuuitios throughout the 
country, mch school to be conducted 
under the auspices of one or more 
K. of C, coancUa. In the aofaool to 
be opened aeon in tlie Bronx this 
fee amounts to oibout %B0 tor civil-, 
lans for fifteen weeks' intensive 
course. The curriculum for each 
school will be vaiie<l and so ar- 
ranged as to meet the nee<ls of tiie 
rominunily — auto-mecImni(v, stenog-. 
raphy and welding are sonie of the 
most populiir courses. The Knights 
also 'siieciaiize in a court><T in the 
American constitution. 

It is aimed to make the schools a 
means of aidint? men and women in 
the pursuit of happiness, by adding 
to their material and cultural ad- 
v:Liit<iE;es The Knights" i>bjoct Is 
np.--t to increase the individual's 
earning capacity by teaching him a 
trade he practices; then to give him 
cultural subject.r!, such as logic, 
metajthysics and litentture. The 
Knighta were pioneers in camp edu- 
catl<»a] work, having introduced the 
first camp school in Kelly Field, 
eighteen montho ago-. There they 
conducted the flr.^t law school to bo 
held in an army c.imp. Tlieir camp 
e<lucatlonal work was undertaken 
in all the large campe, the schools at 
I>ovent.;, IMx and Upton and Mills be- 
in i; <\--pe(Kuy successful. The com- 
mandants of the camps were K. ot 
C. pupils. 

Tbeir succent in camp work and 
the knowledge gained by peace-time 
experience — that there was a definite 
field of endeavor for them to (ill — 
led the Knights to appropriate |50,- 
0(10 to inaugurate their supplement- 
ary sclKols alre.idy o'^ta.bli.'jhtHl. If 
these schools offer Rood oour.see and 
are not overcrowded, the Kniglits 
recommend applicants to go to them. 
They lafarm iv^loants wihere to go 
to obtain 19t« btnt sajwlementary 
education along any line. 

In Boston the K. of C. school has 
a registration ot more than 2,000 
deinvoblllzed men. In Buffalo, Provi- 
dence, LoulsriUe and many other 
cities similar schools ar<? operated, 
with proportionate mrollinent. When 
it was announced that a K. C. school 
would be opened in the Bronx the 
Kniglite wws iMMlaged with applioa- 
tions. The school wlU open 'with a 
charter student roll of more than 
600. The Knights found that men 
leamlnc; the automobile trade In 
their camp schools could qualify for 
$45 jobs where before th'ey were 
compound to work for a low wage 
as semi-skUled laborers. The same 
l^enomenon is being cxpeirlencr>d 
wherever tbe Knighta operate a sup- 
piementaTT school, 

WHllam p. Larkin, ovarasas di- 
rector of the K. of C, is convinced 
(hat many demobillced men in New 
York 'Will take advantage ot the 
school here. "We have found in 
our e>mployment work," he said, 
"that many young men can not qual- 
ify for goo>d positions because of 
lack of tiaining. . Our schools will 
give them this tiatning." John J. 
OununlngB. of Bostm. i« execnUve 
secretary of the K. C. educational 
oonymlttee, wlilch consist."* of .Su- 
preme Knight James A. Flaherty, 
Eupremo Secretary William J. Mc- 
Glnl^ ana Supreme Advo<'ate Jos- 
eph C. Pelletier. The Knights not 
only provide free Instruction to 
former service men, but the books 
are free. And there are shower 
hatha and other welcome adjuncts.

One of th« most dramatic stories 
of how a 'woman spy working for 
the Germans tried to get military 
information in the American lines 
early in May, 1918. and -sought to 
gain iter endl by feigning friend- 
ship with a Oatbolic chaplain, whose 
1 ; 1 wit resulted in her capture, is 
'I iMiblic. The prie«t was Father 
V iitor Kpas, DOW serving In the I./Os 
A uti les iliocoee. He was stationed 
(iuriiig Hie war A*lth First, Twenty- 
sixth, Swent^s^entlv* aad Bll^^- 
eighth divisio^ 

The woinam appeare<l while the 
priest was wifh tiie Ninety-first di- 
vision at Gopdrecourt. She was a 
tall, distiu;uii:ihea appearing lady 
who spu'ke Eutcllah excellently, and 
she requested |hat Father £2gae, w^o 
tbe Knlglia ot Columbus chap- 
lain witih th^ soklioi-^, assist "an 
.American w-onam from Mlnnegota to 
help our boys fe\ the fiont lines." 

Her reflueet^ *via« unusu:>l. Her 
appearance aV^Vuoh a point on thn 
front lines aropsed th© suspicions of 
I lie chaplain." He questioned her 
al)'>ui the iuaS&hcr in which she had 
been able torqfeot to Ocndrecourt. 
which at that "wiiie was under sKeli- 
fire from the e^omy. Her passporu 
were made put in French, but she 
explained thftt 'although she was an 
American soiMft ad been in France 
when the war broke out. Father 
Bgas, after ^e Jiad asked an abun- 
deoice of queaUoipa about the plana 
or the Americans and their .■rtrength' 
on the viondrccourt front, dlsimiwed 
her with a promise that within a 
few days he wsould see if she could 
not be allowed to stay near the 
front llnse. The wioman gave an 
address to the prlsst where she snid 
she had tempomry headquarters. 

Father Egna immediately con- 
ferred with the American intclli- 
peace men and the ret-ult wtfs that 
the woman came a second time to 
the lines. She was told that hef re- 
quest hod been granted. An Ameri- 
can soldier was detailed to escort 
her about the section. A week later 
the soldier who had taken the wo- 
UMin in charge reported back to 
BVither E>gia» in the uniform of a 
Captain. He warmly congratulated 
the chaplain^ Tlio woman was al- 
leged to have been a most danger- 
ous spy who had worked In tho 
French and British lines ana bad 
secured \'aiuable information. She 
was an expert ta ooJlsettng informa- 
tion of a military nature and had 
drafted plani of artillery emplace- 
ments, machine guns, infantry and 
observutlon balloon statlooe within 
the .\merlcftn lines.

Pollticlana and voters throughout 
Kentucky have about recovered 
from the shock of the election re- 
turns 'Aiesday and Deinocratsi and 
Republicans alike weie amazed at 
the results. The l{epublican leactera 
In their fondest hopes never expect- 
ed anything like, tlie majorities re- 
ceived and the <si.iarte«l political 
dopester* In the State were all 
wrong in their election predictions. 
The wisest giuniblers in the State 
wore atoo fodsd* as at no stage 
were there oddif offered on either 
candidate and the popular view was 
that the winner would not receive 
more than 10,000 majority. Ken- 
tucky has always been considered a 
normal Democratic State, and with 
(Jov. Black, a stixxng candidate, sur- 
rounded with as strong a ticket as 
ever nominated, all Indications 
pointed to a Democratic victory. No 
propihet could tomes that thousands 
of Democrats of long standing were 
planning to desert the party, as this 
olafe or classes carefnBy concealed 
their intention >yt voting for Mor- 
row and are not bojurtlng about it 
now. .\nyway here it is four days 
iifter election and the Kentucky 
Irish .Viiiei-ioan pub ishos the tOllow- 
liiK as a summary of the views of 
those who study tbe game, or in 
other words the consensus of opin- 
ion, as the turf experts say: 

Irish voters by the thousands in 
Louisville, Newport, Covington, Lex- 
ington and thrcugbout the State 
voted against Oov.

people. Then again they hurt the 
IiInIi cause by plarinj; the cause of 
lit-liuKi ioi-«>niost over the question 
of our own Um'uI nnd State govern- 
ment.

Their action Injures Die manv t!iou- 
sands of loyal German and Ueiman- 
An]c<rican voters who do not believe 
that foreign, questions should come 
before local and home government. 

Next came the Italian voters who 
wanted to take a slap at Pre3ldent 
Wilson for his -position on tlkc 
Kiume matter, and like the others 
they were willing to give the people 
of their city and .State any old kind 
of administration io tlie Prosident 
could be rebuked. Now comes the 
fourth and last cause <rf the politi- 
cal landslide Of (Tuesday. Tbe liquor 
men mode a lunited f^t against 
Oov. Black because be was a Pro- 
hlMtloolst, overlooking the fact that 
^lorraw.aiid HeK went on record in 
their platform as bHag In favor of 
II dry State. They also overlooked 
the fact that for years and years 
the majority of the Oeniocratic 
party fought lor their interests and 
were always on record aa being in 
favor of personal liberty, rn this 
city, tor instance, hte majority of 
Democrats voted against the prohi- 
bition amendment, yet ttocrs is a ru- 
mor that liquor men made a deal 
with the Republloan organiratlon. 
Voting for Morrow and tho State 
ticket in return for the local Repub- 
lican maobdne InstrnctlnK Itf orirani- 
satlon to vote solidly against the 
pndiibitlOB amendment.

On the one 
hand the minen? are thre^atening to 
frtrlke for betteir working conditions, 
an they have a right to do ff the 
conditions are intolerable under 
which they are now latioring. On 
tlw" other hand the admlnlstvatlon 
: threntens to punish them if they 
exeiTise their right 'to strike. Now 
there is danger U> the ccointry from 
' both tbreats. In the first place, a 
I rtrike of miners would cripple in- 
dustry at a time when It is neces- 
eary that ovory manufactory should 
be running to Its limit in order that 
the I'nitcd State.i may retain her 
place in the forefront of the com- 
mercial nations of the world, and in 
the second place, the thi-wat of the 
administration to flgbt the miners 
would be to Introduce ■ the worst 
features of Prusaiantan into the 
country, end }ttcidentally make Bol- 
sheviks, where there are now but 
harinlees If disgruntled workers. 
The powers of the Government 
should be u it>d with tlie utmost dis- 
cretion in ca. OS of thi.s kind. The 
impres-sicn appear.s to be general 
among the workers that the Govern- 
ment is always on the side of the 
employers and that tharefore the 
worker doca not aat JoatlCe. Dnastlc 
action on the paK of the adminls- 
travtlon acainst the workmen at this 
partloular time would, iwe fear, con- 
vince them that if tlioir grlcvancea 
are t"}' be i>»ii rr«so(l it must bo done 
by themselves- -that i-\ by nie^'ting 
force with foi-ce. Thi.s would bring 
about a state of anarchy. There- 
fore we rcoeat it would be better to 
make haate elowly. The mine own- 
ers abouM he made to aee that they 
also owe something to the public 
and If they refnae to -meet thie'.r en>- 
pHoyea in a reasanable iway that the 
forces of the Gbvernment will aleo 
lie brought to bear on them. Surely 
the difference b'rtween the miners 
and tlieir employers can not be so 
wide that a little conoes^riton on bolte 
Bides wonM not bridge it. To try to 
adjust th is, diter ence is, we think, 
the first dMHflyhe administration.
